Mr. Robert C. Alexander, through Mr. Jack D. Neal of the State 
Department, made available to us a copy of his answer to the charges made 
against him by the State Department because of testimony he gave before the 
Staff of the Subcommittee on Immigration and Naturalization of the Committee 
on the Judiciary, U. S. Senate. The answer consists of 91 pages and Mr. 
Alexander has indicated that he may release it at some future date to the 
press. The Liaison Section has stated that Mr. Alexander is desirous of 
knowing if there is any information, from our viewpoint, which should not be 
made available to the press. 


The cover page of the answer is marked *@onfirdentrabt’ and pages 16, 
17, 18, 19, 31, 34, 55, 56 and 57 are also marked "Confitenttei."' The cover 
page, in addition, contains the following: "This document contains information 
affecting the national defense of the United States within the meaning of the 
Espionage Act, or information of vital interest to the Federal Government and 
is transmitted for official use only." 
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In this connection it is, of course, entirely undesirable that 
information of this nature be publicized, At the same time it is felt that 
the Bureau is in no position to make an unequivocal objection to the release 
of this information.

stated that Mrs. Shimenski wos a British subject formerly 

olish who spént most of her life in St. Petersburg, Russia, and is known 

to be in the service of the Soviets. The source stated that Shimanski's 
husband was a Soviet agent operating in Danzig and Stockholm before the war. 
During the period of the Soviet Pact with Germany the source stated that the 
subject worked for the Soviets in Mnglaend. 


In her position in the United Nations the source states that Mrs. 
Shimanski has access to the communications reacning the United Nations which 
are important to the Soviets. The source added that Mrs. Shimanski is able 
to obtain a considerable quantity of miscellaneous information from the files 
of the f:nerican delegation of the United Nations snd such information was being 
relayed to Russia. 


The Bureau files reflect that Rrs, Shimanski is a Polish national 
occupying the position of clerk, United Netions Secretariat, who wes notified 
to the Secretary of State under the International Immunities Act as an individual 
entitled to diplomatic immunity as of November 1, 1946, These data were fur- 
nished to Ir, Neal of the State Department on April 24, 1948. (100-355282-3) 
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It should be noted that the Secretary of State might object if 
a copy of his letter to Senator Revercomb, which is set forth on page 91 
of Mr. Alexander's answer, is given to the press. 


On pages 32, 33, 34, 35 and 36, Mr. Alexander refers to the 
case of Nicholas Kyriazides and to Henry Winston, known organizer of the 
Communist Party, who at present is under indictment in New York for 
conspiracy to overthrow the Government of the United States. 


Henry Winston is identical with an individual by the same name who 
is the subject of Bureau file 100-173. In his answer, Mr. Alexander mentions 
that Kyriazides was in contact with Winston. Our files indicate that this 
information was received from the technical surveillance on the headquarters 
of the Communist Party in New York City and when it was given to the State 
Department the State Department was advised that the information had been 
received from a highly reliable and confidential source. All other infor- 
mation regarding \inston has previously been made public. A summary of 
Winston appears later in tnis memorandum. 


On page 36, Mr. Alexander refers to the case of Marcelle 
\ atschmannova._ This individual is identical with Marcelle #itchman, with 
‘aliases, who is the subject of Bureau file 100-3)8852. “A summary of this 
file is set forth later in this memorandun. 


: On page 62, which is a part of Annex III, there is set forth the 
following: "I stated that subversives were brought into the United States 
as members or employees of the central secretariat of the international 
organizations."
